Cautious optimism as BP oil well 
cap holds up 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - A giant cap on a lea¬ 
king Gulf of Mexico well was 
holding back gushing crude for 
a second day yesterday, amid 
hopes BP may have almost 
staunched the worst oil spill in 
US history. 

The 30-foot (10-meter) cap, 
sealed off on Thursday to en¬ 
able tests on the well below, 
has stopped oil from flowing 
into the ocean for the first time 
since an April explosion on a 
BP-leased drilling platform 
just off Louisiana. 

US President Barack Obama 
said the halt to the oil flow was 


"good news," but cautioned 
yesterday it was not a final so¬ 
lution to the leak which has 
triggered the nation's worst ever 
environmental disaster. 

"It is important that we 
don't get ahead of ourselves," 
Obama told reporters at the 
White House. 

A permanent end to the spill 
is not expected before mid-Au¬ 
gust, when two relief wells 
should enable BP to fill the 
ruptured wellbore with ce¬ 
ment, drowning the oil flowing 
up from a huge undersea reser¬ 
voir. 

But Gulf residents now hope 


new impetus will be given to 
the clean-up operation, with the 
shorelines of five states rav¬ 
aged, vital fishing waters closed 
and tourists shunning the usu¬ 
ally popular beaches. 

Estimates suggest any¬ 
where between 35,000 and 
60,000 barrels of crude have 
been leaking every day since 
the rig sank April 22, two days 
after an explosion on the plat¬ 
form which killed 11 workers. 

The International Energy 
agency has calculated there are 
between 2.3 million and 4.5 
million barrels of crude slosh¬ 
ing around in the sea. 


Venezuela recalls Colombia envoy as 
rebel row heats up 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- Venezuela recalled its ambas¬ 
sador to Bogota yesterday a 
day after Colombia's president 
claimed that leftist rebel lea¬ 
ders fighting his government 
were in the neighboring South 
American nation. 

In a fresh sign of rising ten¬ 
sions, Venezuelan Foreign 
Minister Nicolas Maduro said 
ambassador Gustavo Marquez 
was recalled to Caracas to help 
"evaluate a series of measures" 
that Venezuela is examining. 

Maduro said the ambassa¬ 
dor had been given an "official 


protest letter rejecting the lies 
and falsehoods put forward by 
the government of Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe." 

On Thursday, Colombia 
said it had evidence that five 
leaders of leftist guerrilla 
groups, which have been wa¬ 
ging an armed campaign 
against the government since 
the 1960s, were in Venezuela. 

Colombia and Venezuela 
froze diplomatic ties last year 
after Bogota and Washington 
inked a military cooperation 
agreement Venezuelan Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez considered 


a threat to regional security. 

In Bogota meanwhile, offi¬ 
cials said the government 
would seek to bring the matter 
to unspecified "international 
organizations." 

"Over the past six years the 
Colombian government has 
maintained a patient dialogue 
with the government of 
Venezuela, during which we 
offered, on a number of occa¬ 
sions, information on the 
whereabouts of terrorists on its 
territory," a statement from the 
president's office said. 

"All of this has failed to 
produce results on the issue of 
terrorist leaders. We must now 
consider bringing the issue to 
international organizations." 

The statement repeated the 
claim from Bogota about "the 
presence in Venezuela of ter¬ 
rorists who are seeking to at¬ 
tack our country." 

Uribe's office on Thursday 
said the rebel leaders in 
Venezuela included four key 
members of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) and one from the smaller 
National Liberation Army 
(ELN), both of which have been 
waging an armed campaign 
against the Colombian govern¬ 
ment since the mid-1960s.

Suriname former dictator 


runs for president 


PAR AM ARIB O, Suriname 
(AFP) - Former Suriname dic¬ 
tator Desi Bouterse, who is on 
trial on charges of summary 
execution, hopes to take back 
the reins of power this time as 
president when lawmakers 
elect new leaders Monday. 

Bouterse, 64, is head of the 
National Democratic Party 
(NDP) which is part of a four- 
member political block that 
won 23 of the 51 seats in May 
parliamentary elections in the 
South American country. 

The 50 members of the 
country's National Assembly 
will Monday choose a new 
president and vice-president, 
both elected to a five-year term. 

"It is always exciting, but 
we will just await Monday's 
elections," said Bouterse when 


asked about his chances of 
winning as he formally regis¬ 
tered to stand. "We enter it 
with confidence." 

Bouterse, who led two mi¬ 
litary coups here in the 1980s 
and 1990s, will face off against 
his main rival Chandrikaper- 
sad Santokhi, current justice 
minister in the outgoing New 
Front (NF) government. 

Lawmaker Santokhi, 51, is 
a former police commissioner 
and head of the police depart¬ 
ment, who investigated many 
of charges brought against 
Bouterse. 

Current President Ronald 
Venetiaan, who has served as 
head of state three times, led 
his NF coalition into defeat, 
going from its 23 seats to 14 
seats. 


Record cocaine haul on 
Bogota-Paris flight 


PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
customs have seized cocaine 
with a street value of eight mil¬ 
lion euros (10 million dollars) 
in a suitcase on board a flight 
from Bogota to Paris, a minis¬ 
ter said yesterday. 

The 134-kilogram (294- 
pounds) haul of cocaine was 


intercepted Sunday at Paris' 
main Roissy international air¬ 
port, when police ordered a 
search of the plane's luggage 
hold, said Budget Minister 
Francois Baroin. 

It was the largest shipment 
of the drug ever seized at the 
airport, he said.

ORANJESTAD—The King¬ 
dom of The Netherlands be¬ 
lieves in maintaining good 
relations with its largest neigh¬ 
bor, Venezuela, and therefore 
deems it important to show 
that it respects the territorial in¬ 
tegrity of that country. Minis¬ 
ter of Foreign Affairs for the 
Kingdom Maxine Verhagen 
stated this during his visit to 
the Netherlands Antilles and 
Aruba that concluded yester¬ 
day with a joint statement of 
the Dutch executive and the 
Aruban Prime Minister Mike 
Eman. 

Minister Verhagen said his 
visit to Aruba (and The Nether¬ 
lands Antilles) was part of a 
policy to ensure good contacts 
with the government here, par¬ 
ticularly as he is also responsi¬ 
ble for the foreign relations of 
the islands. In that aspect, con¬ 
tacts have already been 
strengthened through im¬ 
proved relations between the 
governments in the Kingdom. 
Minister Verhagen for example 
has conducted various discus¬ 
sions during visits to countries 
in the region, such as Brazil, 
Mexico and other, to illustrate 
the strategic value Aruba can 
play in regional commercial 
contacts with the Netherlands 
and Europe. 

But the focus during his 
visit this time was mostly on 
the efforts that need to happen 
to make sure the relation with 
Venezuela remains cordial. 
Both the Kingdom and Vene¬ 
zuela have a mutual benefit to 
each other, and through the 
course of history have always 
maintained good relations. 
Moreover, the Dutch islands 
do have even closer link with 
Venezuela, through commer¬ 
cial, social and familiar ties 
that have existed through cen¬ 
turies. 

The accusation that Dutch 
aircraft have illegally invaded 
Venezuelan airspace thus 
needs to be clarified with facts, 
Verhagen stated. And the fact 
is the Royal Dutch Marines 
Helicopter related in this case 
did not cross the airspace. Ac¬ 
cording to the Minister Verha¬ 
gen, the helicopter was flying 
in international airspace that 
according to international 
treaties is under the supervi¬ 
sion of Venezuelan air traffic 
controllers. He stressed that his 
Ministry is doing its utmost to 
clarify this with Venezuelan 
authorities and hopes that soon 
there will be an opportunity for 
personal meetings in Caracas 
to clarify misunderstandings. 


Prime Minister Mike Eman of¬ 
fered Aruba’s help, as the is¬ 
land has close cultural ties with 
Venezuela. 

Prime Minister Eman at the 
end presented Minister Verha¬ 
gen with an artistic rendition of 


the Aruba Divi Divi tree, sym¬ 
bolic for the island and also a 
copy of a new Aruba magazine 
that illustrates the strategic 
role Aruba can play for a 
grander, Dutch Kingdom 
global economic endeavor.

Two New Zealand inventors 
have produced what they 
claim are the world's first ro¬ 
botic legs to help paraplegics 
walk again. 

The bionic legs were road- 
tested publicly for the first 
time Thursday by 23-year-old 
Hayden Allen (pictured) who 
was told five years ago he 
would never walk again after 
being paralysed from the 
chest down in a motorcycle 
accident. 

Allen said the experience 
of being able to stand up and 
walk when strapped into his 
robotic legs was fantastic and 
he felt like a normal human 
being again. 

"It will be a big benefit 
from a social aspect, being 
able to talk to someone at the 
same eye level," he told re¬ 
porters. 

Inventors Richard Little 



and Robert Irving, two ex-pa- 
triate Scottish engineers, 
came up with the idea seven 
years ago and have spent 10 
million dollars (7.1 million 
US) developing it. 


Called Rex (robotic ex¬ 
oskeleton) the 38 kilogram 
(84 pound) joy-stick operated 
legs were inspired by the 
movie "Aliens" in which the 
character Ripley (Sigourney 
Weaver) climbs into a robotic 
exoskeleton to fight an alien. 

Rex is "a realistic standing 
and walking alternative to 
wheelchairs," the inventors 
said on their website 
Rexbionics.com. 

"It enables the user to 
climb up and down stairs, sit, 
stand, and step backwards, 
sideways and forwards — 
providing the opportunity for 
people in wheelchairs who 
want to walk, to do just that." 

However, Rex comes with 
a hefty price tag of 150,000 
US dollars and at present is 
only available in New 
Zealand although the inven¬ 
tors said it would be sold 
worldwide from next year.

High heels reshape leg muscles, 
create pain when not worn 




Gene linked to high kidney 
disease rates in blacks: 
study 


Women who wear high heels 
daily might be signing up for 
more than a little foot pain. 
Habitual high-heel wearing 
can lead to changes in the calf 
muscle and tendons, accord¬ 
ing to a new study. 

So much so that these 
women actually experience 
discomfort when they walk 
around sans stilettos. 

The high-heel habit can 
cause fibers in the calf mus¬ 
cle to shorten, and the 
Achilles tendon, which con¬ 
nects the calf muscle to the 
bone, to stiffen and become 
thicker. While this set-up 
doesn't pose problems when 
the heel is propped up, it can 
lead to discomfort when 
standing or walking around 
flat-footed because the mus¬ 
cle and tendon are stretched 
beyond their normal range of 
movement.. 

"In a way, the system has 
adapted to this new position," 
said study researcher Marco 
Narici of Manchester Metro¬ 
politan University in the 
United Kingdom. "When 
they wear high heels the mus¬ 
cles feel more comfortable." 

Measuring muscles 

When people put on high 
heels, their ankles are raised 
and their calf muscles are 
held in a shortened (con¬ 
tracted) position. Scientists 
know that when people place 
their muscles in a shortened 
position for a long period of 
time - such as in a plastic cast 
- the muscle literally becomes 
shorter, Narici said. 


Narici wondered if con¬ 
stantly wearing high heels 
could also cause muscle 
shortening. 

"I thought that: women 
wearing high heels were 
doing an experiment for us 
without knowing it, so all we 
had to do was recruit them 
and test them," he said. 

In addition, there is anec¬ 
dotal evidence from the 
1950s that secretaries experi¬ 
enced discomfort when they 
took off their high heels and 
walked barefoot, Narici said, 
which also suggested perpet¬ 
ually wearing high heels 
causes changes. 

The study participants in¬ 
cluded 11 women (average 
age 43) who had worn stiletto 
high heels (at least 2 inches, 
or 5 centimeters high) for five 
days a week for two years or 
more. Most of the subjects 
said they felt discomfort 
when they were standing 
barefoot. A control group of 
nine women who did not reg¬ 
ularly wear high heels was 
also included. 

Narici and his colleagues 
first measured the size of the 
women's calf muscles using 
magnetic resonance imaging 
(MRI). However, they didn't 
find any differences in mus¬ 
cle volume between the two 
groups. 

Next, they used ultrasound 
to measure the length of the 
calf muscle fibers, finding 
they were 13-percent shorter 
in high-heel wearers com¬ 
pared with the control group. 


Having shorter fibers 
should affect how the muscle 
contracts - shorter fibers 
should generate less force 
and make walking less effi¬ 
cient in these women. But the 
researchers couldn't find any 
differences between the two 
groups in terms of how the 
calf muscle contracts. 

An examination of the 
Achilles tendon showed the 
tendons of high-heel wearers 
were thicker, and thus stiffer, 
than those of non-high heel 
wearers. 

The thicker tendons coun¬ 
terbalance the shorter muscle 
fibers and allow the muscle 
to behave normally, Narici 
said. But the combined effect 
of the thicker tendon and the 
shorter fibers is the likely rea¬ 
son behind the soreness felt 
when high-heel wearers ditch 
their stilettos.. 

High heels aren't the only 
footwear risk. A separate 
study in 2008 found that con¬ 
stantly wearing flip-flops al¬ 
ters how you walk, changing 
the gait in subtle ways that 
can lead to problems and pain 
in the sole, heel and ankle. 

Ditch the heels? 

Narici doesn't think the re¬ 
sults mean women should 
give up wearing high heels. 
But he recommends stretch¬ 
ing exercises after a day of 
wearing high heels to prevent 
the muscle fibers from short¬ 
ening. 

Currently, Narici and his 
colleagues are investigating 
whether thicker Achilles ten¬ 
dons make running less effi¬ 
cient. 

Narici conducted his work 
with Robert Csapo of the 
University of Vienna, Aus¬ 
tria, and Olivier Seynnes and 
Costis Maganaris of Man¬ 
chester Metropolitan Univer¬ 
sity. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers said recently they 
have identified gene variants 
that help explain high rates of 
renal disease among African- 
Americans, who have a four 
times greater risk of kidney 
problems than whites. 

According to the study 
published in the journal Sci¬ 
ence, variants in the APOL1 
gene are the culprits, and 
likely evolved as a survival 
mechanism against lethal 
parasites in Africa. 

Investigators at Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center 
and the Universite Libre de 
Bruxelles found patients with 
focal segmental glomeru¬ 
losclerosis (FSGS) and hy¬ 
pertension-attributed 
end-stage kidney disease (H- 
ESKD) had variants in the 
APOL1 gene that changed 
the APOL1 protein sequence. 

"We found that the 
APOL1 risk genes for renal 
disease occur in more than 30 
percent of African-American 
chromosomes," co-senior au¬ 
thor Martin Poliak of Har¬ 


vard Medical School said in a 
statement. 

"In fact, the increased risk 
of kidney disease in individ¬ 
uals who inherited two copies 
of these variant forms of 
APOL1 is reported to be ap¬ 
proximately 10-fold." 

FSGS is an injury to the 
kidney's filtering system and 
ESKD indicates a kidney 
failure so severe the patient 
needs dialysis or a kidney 
transplant. 

Kidney problems, require 
dialysis treatment to replace 
their failed organs, are partic¬ 
ularly pronounced among 
African-Americans. 

Using information from 
the 1000 Genomes Project 
DNA data bank, the re¬ 
searchers singled out candi¬ 
date genetic variants and 
tested DNA sample sets for 
their presence. 

They found that the 
APOL1 variants G1 and G2 
were linked to a greater risk 
of both FSGS and hyperten¬ 
sion-attributed ESKD in 
African-Americans.

You, also, can post advertis¬ 
ing circulars on all the free bul¬ 
letin boards in your area. 

How about coin operated 
laundries, or beauty shops. 
I’m sure you can think of 
many more. 

As I mentioned earlier, the 
opportunities are only limited 
to your imagination. 

Don’t discount the idea of 
handing out circulars to all the 
shoppers in busy shopping 
centers and malls, especially 
on weekends. They are packed. 

Or, you can enlist the help 
of the middle, or high school 
students in your area to hand 
out circulars door to door. 

You can also have a printed 
ad about your product or serv¬ 
ices, on the back of your en¬ 
velopes. 

Always check all the publi¬ 
cations that carry the kind of 
advertising you need.

If you do a newsletter for 
your customers, you can get in 
touch with all other newsletter 
publishers and inquire about 
the possibility of exchange ad¬ 
vertising. They run your ad in 
their publication in exchange 
for your running an ad for 
them of comparable size in 
yours. 

Last, but not least, there’s 
nothing that beats the low cost 
and tremendous exposure you 
get when you advertise a free 
offer. Simply run an ad offer¬ 
ing a free report of interest to 
most people. 

A simple one page report 
with a “tag-line” inviting the 
readers to send for more infor¬ 
mation, with a full page adver¬ 
tisement for your product on 
the backside. 

The trick here is to convert 
all of these responses into sales. 

This is done with the tag 
line, which gives an invitation 
to the reader to send for more 
information, and the full page 
ad on the back of the report. 

Again, it’s just a matter un¬ 
leashing your own imagination 
and creativity.

Jobs apologizes for iPhone BP: Oil spill compensation claims top 
problems, to offer free cases 200 million dollars 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cali¬ 
fornia (AFP) - Apple chief 
executive Steve Jobs apolo¬ 
gized yesterday to buyers of 
the new iPhone who experi¬ 
enced reception problems 
and offered free cases that 
help fix the issue. 

Dow Jones newswire 
quoted Jobs, speaking at a 
press conference for invited 
journalists at Apple head¬ 
quarters, as acknowledging 
that the iPhone 4 drops more 
calls than previous models 
but said the issue had been 
overblown. 


Some iPhone 4 users have 
complained that they lose re¬ 
ception when covering the 
lower left corner of the 
phone, whose unusual an¬ 
tenna wraps completely 
around the device. 

Jobs said Apple will pro¬ 
vide free rubber bumpers to 
iPhone 4 owners that some 
have said help remedy the 
problem and refund buyers 
who already purchased the 
cases which fit around the 
phone. 

The cases cost around 30 
dollars. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
British energy giant BP has 
paid out more than 200 million 
dollars in compensation to 
Gulf of Mexico residents af¬ 
fected by a months-long oil 
spill, the company said yester¬ 
day. 

The firm said it had offered 
some 32,000 claimants one or 
more payments over the last 10 
weeks as it tries to assuage 
anger and frustration over the 
environmental and economic 
disaster. 

But some 61,000 claims 
have not been processed, either 


because they lacked sufficient 
information, or claim adjusters 
were unable to contact the in¬ 
dividuals or businesses that 
filed them, BP said. 

"Payments to residents and 
businesses of the Gulf Coast 
reached 201 million dollars 
today as BP continued to in¬ 
crease its outreach to thou¬ 
sands of people who have filed 
claims related to the Gulf of 
Mexico oil and gas spill," the 
company said in a statement. 

It said the largest group of 
claimants were fishermen, who 
have received some 32 million 


dollars, and shrimpers, who 
have received 18 million dol¬ 
lars. 

BP is contacting some 
48,000 individuals and busi¬ 
nesses who filed a claim "but 
have yet to provide documen¬ 
tation to support it" and will 
also send letters to 13,000 
claimants "who have been un¬ 
reachable by phone." 

The Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
has devastated the livelihoods 
of residents in the region in in¬ 
dustries ranging from fishing 
to tourism.

Priest suspended for World 
Cup Orange Mass 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands - A Dutch priest has been 
suspended for dedicating a 
Mass to the Dutch national 
soccer team — while wearing 
an orange cloak — ahead of the 
World Cup final against Spain. 

Priest Paul Vlaar from the 
town of Obdam prayed last 
Sunday for team spirit for the 
national team, while worship¬ 
pers, also dressed in orange 
clothes, were singing soccer 
songs in the church. It was 


decorated with orange flags. 

The Haarlem-Amsterdam 
diocese said in a statement yes¬ 
terday that Vlaar "failed to do 
justice to the holiness of the 
celebration of the Eucharist." 

Bishop Jozef Marianus 
Punt has imposed a period of 
reflection on the priest with 
immediate effect. 

Vlaar's prayers appear to

loan. 

Barcelona signed striker 
David Villa for 40 million 
euros in May but have parted 
ways since the end of the sea¬ 
son with Ivory Coast de¬ 
fender Yaya Toure, French 
striker Thierry Henry and 
Ukrainian defender Dmitryo 
Chygrynskiy. 

Toure joined Manchester 
City in a deal worth 30 million 
euros, Chygrynskiy returned 
to Ukrainian powerhouses 
Shakhtar Donetsk in a deal 


worth 15 million euros, while 
Henry joined the New York 
Red Bulls for a yet to be dis¬ 
closed fee. 

”In the case of this season, 
buying David Villa combined 
with the sales of Yaya Toure 
and Dmytro Chygrynskiy 
balance themselves out,” the 
statement said. 

Barcelona hope to bring 
Arsenal captain and Spanish 
international Cesc Fabregas 
back to the club but so far 
their overtures have been re¬ 
jected. 

Last week Barcelona's 
new president Sandro Rosell 
insisted that his side would 
not break the bank to land 
Fabregas. 

"We won't pay an unjusti¬ 
fied sum. We won't lose our 
heads over this business,” 
said he said.

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Bolt sees off Powell, Oliver 
sizzles in hurdles

PARIS (AFP) - Jamaican 
sprint star Usain Bolt saw off 
compatriot Asafa Powell in 
the 100m at the Diamond 
League meeting Friday that 
saw American David Oliver 
clock the third-fastest time 
ever in the 110m hurdles. 

Bolt, the reigning world 
record holder in the 100 and 
200m, ran a meet record of 
9.84 seconds, with Powell at 
0.07sec back and another Ja¬ 
maican, Yohan Blake, in third 
on 9.95. 

The 23-year-old triple 
Olympic and double world 
sprint champion, who only 
made his comeback from an 
achilles tendon problem last 
week, was held by Powell 
until the closing 20 metres, 
but had enough in the tank to 
take it at the line. 

Despite the victory, Bolt 
was not satisfied with his per¬ 
formance at the Stade de 
France. 

M I didn't feel so powerful 
out of the blocks as I wanted 
to. I need to work on that," 
said Bolt. 

"Asafa got the body drive 


from the blocks. I am not in 
my best shape at the moment 
and it's hard to be at my best." 

Powell said he was confi¬ 
dent catching Bolt in the near 
future. 

"It was just a bad race 
tonight. It will get better," 
said Powell. 

"There's a lot going on be¬ 
hind the scenes. I'm just 
working on some stuff and 
hopefully we will get there." 

The stand-out perform¬ 
ance of the evening, however, 
came from Oliver, who timed 
the third fastest time ever in 
the men's 110m hurdles at 
12.89sec. 

Only Cuban world record 
holder Dayron Robles 
(12.87) and China's Liu 
Xiang (12.88) have gone 
faster. 

"It's excellent, I broke the 
US record and became the 
third ever under 12.90sec," 
said Oliver, bronze medallist 
at the Beijing Olympics. 
"Records will come when 
they should — I'm not think¬ 
ing about that too much." 

It was a mixed night for 


the reigning world and 
Olympic champions on show. 

Australian Steven Hooker 
bombed in the pole vault, 
Kiwi Valerie Vili was second 
in the shot, South African 
Mbulaeni Mulaudzi second 
in the 800m, Kenyan Ezekiel 
Kemboi third in the men's 
steeplechase, and Phillips 
Idowu of Britain was fourth 
in the triple jump. 

But Ally son Felix (200m) 
and Brittney Reese of the 
United States (long jump), 
Croat Blanka Vlasic (high 
jump) and Kenya's Vivian 
Cheruiyot (5000m) all won 
their events. 

Jeremy Wariner ran a 
world lead of 44.49sec in the 
400m, turning on the gas 
around the final bend and 
managing to hold off Ja¬ 
maican Jermaine Gonzales. 

"I'm back, we can say 
that," said the American, the 
two-time world champion 
and Olympic gold medallist 
in Athens in 2004 who was 
beaten into silver at the 2009 
Berlin worlds and 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Games by compatriot 
LaShawn Merritt. 

Barcelona agree 
9.5million euro 
Adriano deal 

MADRID, July 16, 2010 
(AFP) - Spanish champions 
Barcelona on Friday agreed a 
9.5million-euro deal with 
Sevilla to sign Brazilian util¬ 
ity player Adriano, the club 
said Friday.

Oosthuizen high and dry as 
gales lash Open 



ST. ANDREWS 
Farmer's boy Louis Oost¬ 
huizen forged a five-stroke, 
second-round lead in the 
British Open here Friday 
through a combination of his 
own talent and the merciless 
forces of nature. 

The 27-year-old South 
African, who looks to Ernie 
Els as his mentor, defied 
heavy rain showers and cold 
conditions over the Old 
Course during the morning to 
post a 67 and a 12-under 
total. 

He then put up his feet as 
the rain relented and the wind 
whipped up, forcing a 65 
minute play suspension and 
blowing his main rivals, no¬ 
tably overnight leader Rory 
Mcllroy, off course. 

The 21-year-old Ulster¬ 
man Mcllroy had been poised 
to surge into a commanding 
lead by the halfway stage, but 
instead his game dramatically 
unravelled in the gusting 
wind. 

He parred his first three 
holes before the suspension, 
but when play resumed he 
promptly surrendered his first 
bogey of the tournament at

His confidence suddenly 
rattled, the 21-year-old Ul¬ 
sterman had further bogeys at 
the sixth, seventh and eighth 
as he reached the turn in a 
morale-sapping 40. 

Mcllroy finally trudged 
off the course with an eight- 
over 80, 17 shots worse off 
than his opening effort and 11 
off the lead. 

The wind delay also shook 
Tiger Woods, who bogeyed 
the first and the second holes 
after being pulled off on the 
first green. He had started the 
day handily placed at five 
under. 

Bogeys at 13 and 15 set 
him back, but Woods’ deter¬ 
mination in the cold, blowy 
conditions kept him in con¬ 
tention for the weekend as he 
came in with a 73 to stand 
eight shots behind Oost¬ 
huizen. 

"I'm not exactly where I 
want to be," he said. "I'm not 
12 under par, but I'm at 4 
under, I'm eight back, and 
today was a day I could have 
easily shot myself out of the 
tournament, especially the 
start I got off to, but I put it 


back together again and 
pieced together a pretty good 
round." 

Colourful John Daly failed 
to produce his opening day 
fireworks as he signed for a 
76 which included five bo¬ 
geys leaving him 10 shots off 
the pace. 

The wind delay meant that 
30 players were unable to 
complete their second rounds 
and would be back early Sat¬ 
urday. 

The Oosthuizen charge at 
St Andrews has come out of 
the blue as he failed to make 
the cut in his three previous 
Open campaigns. 

He started the second 
round in second place at 
seven-under par, two behind 
Mcllroy, but three birdies in 
a row from the fifth hole, de¬ 
spite heavy early morning 
rain, saw him move ahead as 
he went out in 33. 

Oosthuizen followed up 
with four birdies against two 
bogeys on the back nine to 
come in with a 67, which 
gave him the overall lead at 
12-under par. 

"I think the win earlier in 
the year in Spain got my con¬ 
fidence going quite a bit, and 
I've been playing well all year, 
really," said Oosthuizen, who 
credits compatriot Els with 
helping him financially and 
emotionally bridge the gap be¬ 
tween a struggling farming 
family background to the life 
of a professional golfer.

"I don't get too involved in 
them," Piniella said. "I 
haven't talked to Jim about 
any trade talks at all. That's 
his department, and if he 
wants my opinion, he'll ask 
me." 

That's not always the way 
Piniella has handled things. 

"I like it quiet anyway so 
if stuff leaks out, it doesn't 
come from me," he said. 
"There are always leaks, but 
if I don't know anything 
about it, it can't come from 
me." 

Jolly suspended 
over drug 
charge 

GREEN BAY (AFP) - The 
NFL on Friday suspended 
Green Bay Packers defensive 
tackle Johnny Jolly without 
pay at least for the upcoming 
2010 season for violating the 
league's substance abuse pol¬ 
icy. 

The league said Jolly's 
suspension begins immedi¬ 
ately and could continue be¬ 
yond the 2010 season. He 
will be eligible to apply for 
reinstatement after the Super 
Bowl. 

Jolly is facing drug 
charges in Houston, Texas, 
stemming from his arrest in 
July 2008 for illegally pos¬ 
sessing at least 200 grams of 
codeine. 

If convicted, Jolly faces up 
to 20 years in prison. 

The loss of Jolly is a blow 
for a team that is expected to 
be a playoff contender this 
season. 
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
